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Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There is no antecedent for the "multif aceted wall".

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, 
more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

Claims 1-3, 14, & 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C- 
102(b) as being anticipated by Greene 512,581. 

Greene shows a box having a front face with an aperture 
and a payout tube; opposite faces on divergent planes, the 
opposite faces each share an edge with the front face; and 
a second pair of opposite faces of trapezoid shape. 
Although Greene does not disclose that this box is used for 
paying out filamentary material from a coil, it includes 
all features claimed and could be used for this purpose 
with no structural change. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in 
this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this 
title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C- 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Greene in view of Zicko 4,373,687. 

Greene shows the front face having overlapped flaps, 
and a payout tube secured thereto, but it is not clear if a 
flap has a keyhole slot for retaining the tube. Zicko shows 
that a box with a payout tube may have a keyhole slot 58 to 
engage ribs 74, 78 on the tube, to keep the tube from 
rotating. Since it may be desirable to keep the payout tube 
on the box of Greene from rotating, it would have been 
obvious to mount the tube by means of a keyhole slot, as 
suggested by Zicko.

Claims 4-9, 11-13, 15, 21, & 22 are objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims . 
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Claim 10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 

overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 

paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
